the Independent United States Tele- 
phone Company, who made the state- 
ment, said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at the Jefferson Hotel Saturday, that 
he was confident the plant would be 
built in St. Louls if the bridge 
arbitrary were removed. He said that 
the site wouid-be finally determined, 
however, by the St. Louis directors, 

Mr. Finucane, when asked whether St. 
I~uis had been definitely decided on, 
said: 

“Well, you see we might not be able 
to get property here at a reasonable 
figure.’’ 

“I don't know much about the bridge 
arbitrary,’ he added. 

“As to building in St. Louls, you see 
there are two necessary requirements— 
adequate labor and adequate transpor- 
tation.”’ 

When suggested that if the bridge 
arbitrary is removed adequate trans- 
portation would be furnished, Mr. Fin- 
ucane smiled. 

“If the bridge arbitrary is removed, 
don't you think the plant will be built 
in St. Louis?” 

“Oh, yes, undoubtedly,”’ 
ucano. 

He then qualified the statement by 
saying that the decision as to choice 
of site was left with the St. Louis di- 
rectors and that he had really no au- 
thority in the matter, and that, fur- 
ther, he didn’t know anything about the 
bridge arbitrary. That Mr. Jones was 
the man to see.

Co. in a working agreement combine, to 
compete with the 2,000,000 phones of the 
Bell company. 

They explain that the $60,000,000 Inde- 
pendent United States Telephone Co. is 
not yet big enough to absorb the cor- 
poration interests and local plants of 
such companies as the Kinloch, the 
Kansas City arfd the Home Telephone 
companies.

It has also its original plant 
in Rochester and the plant if built 
in St. Louls, will complete the cir- 
cuit of three great supply depots.

The Rochester directors of the Inde- 
pendent company said plainly at the 
banquet that they were In favor of the 
combine. The agreement of the West- 
ern directors developed later. 

President Finucane of the Independ- 
ent company, was the principal speaker. 
He said the company was not firmly es- 
tablished in the East, and that the next 
step Is the amalgamating of the West. 
Mr. Jones, in calling upon Mayor 
Wells for a vote of thanks from the 
city of St. Louis for the action con- 
templated by the company in proposing 
a plant here, said there will be be- 
tween 2000 and 300 employes in the 
plant and that the railroads and other 
business interests would benefit.

“Today Count Witte was summoned 
to the Czar at Peterhof, whither the im- 
perial steamer conveyed him in the fore- 
noon. 

‘‘He remained five whole hours in the 
palace, returning late for dinner tonight 
to find his house deprived of electricity 
and lighted with kerosene. What passed 
between the statesman and the monarch 
is known to none but themselves. 

“All St. Petersburg, however, declares 
that everything remains unchanged be- 
cause the Czar has refused to accept 
Witte'’s program for pacifying the peo- 
ple. 

POSITION IS CRITICAL.

Mayor Studley did not attend Friday 
night's performance, but said that he 
received from persons in whose judg- 
ment he placed entire confidence, com- 
plains that the play was so indecent as 
to be unfit for presentation. Upon re- 
ceiving thi report he promptly ordered 
the revocation of the license under au- 
thority of which the play was produced. 

The Daly Company is booked to pro- 
duce ‘“‘Mrs. Warren's Confession at a 
New York theater, beginning next Mon- 
day night. A news dispatch from New 
York states Saturday that Commission- 
er McAdoo announces that he has read 
“Mrs. Warren's Confession” in order to 
discover if the charges as to its objec-

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LOOT BANK AND 
AGHT PURSUER 


Robbers Blow Vault at Hagers- 
town, Ind., Securing Few 
Hundred Dollars, 


OFFICERS WERE AFRAID 


Twelve in Marauding Party 
Unmolested Until Citizens 
Were Aroused.

HAGERSTOWN, Ind., Oct. 2®&—The 
new national bank in this city was 
robbed last night by a party of masked 
men, thought to be 12 in number, who 
entered the room through a rear window 
and blew open the north vault. 

Directly over the bank is the telephone 
exchange, where Miss Hattle Chees- 
man, the operator, was the only one in 
Charge. She heard the first explosion, 
and, looking out of a window, saw 
Several men parading up and down the 
Street guarding the bank with drawa 
revolvers. 

She inimediately telephoned to the offi- 
cers of the bank and to several other 
persons in the neighborhood, but owing 
to the large numover of men on guard 
ho attempt was made then to stop 
them in their work. 

The robbers worked almost-an hour 
at the vaults of the bank after the 
first explosion before they left the build- 
ing and took to their rigs, which were 
hitched at the outskirts of town. Im- 
mediately after the gang left the bank 
building a posse of citizens began a 
fuSillade of shots, which was kept up 
until tie robbers drove out of town. 

The robbers returned the shots, but 
no one of town was injured. It is be- 
lieved, however, that one or more of 
the robbers were wounded, as traces 
of blood were found along the road 
they passed. 

Several charges of dynamite were 
used by the burglars in breaking open 
the north vault, which Cashier Hicks 
Stated later contained only:a few hun- 
dred dollars. 

A charge which was prepared for 
the South vault, which contained sevy- 
eral thousand dollars, was left unfired 
by the robbers. 

This is the second bold bank robbery 
in. Indiana within a week.

Dismisses Employe Navy Yard 
for Affront to Sailor's 
Uniform.
